The principle of cooperation, set forth by Dr. Lasker in his “Manual of Chess” 
is mi addition to the theory of Steinit*. According to this theory Hie addition of 
many small advantages plays a large role in chess* and as Dr. Lasker notes* and 
correctly so, Ih is, in turn, is based on a comparison of these in Wantages with 
weights, so that the result of any two advantages gained is identical to Ihe achieve¬ 
ment of the win of these advantages. This comparison does nut entirely hold in 
chess because the value of any two pieces is based, in greal part, on their cooper- 
alive ability. This is what Dr* Lasker means when he speaks of the principle of 
cooperative piny. The llrst principle fra- cooperation is that two pieces add to 
each other's value but do not necessarily double their value. As an example* the 
author gives the power of two bishops because although n single bishop can only 
strike all Ihe fields of one color, together they can cover all the squares. Another 
example is ihc cooperation of a bishop and a pawn, their combined value being 
greater when the pawn is on a square opposite to the color of the bishop* 

From Ibis il may he concluded that Dr, Lasker does not use the word coopera¬ 
tion in the usual sense. Me considers the cooperation greatest when the pieces in 
question control the maximal number of squares; while actually one could also 
use the word cooperation io mean a combi nett plan of action against an> given 
weakness in the opponent's game. This is why one makes a difference between 
so-catted sialic and dynamic cooperations. The latter or these is, as a rule, more 
active and forms a large part of the basic strategy in a game.

19th Century Brilliancies

(i, (George?) Reichlielm, champion 
of Philadelphia some eighty years ago, 
was recognized eis the second-beat 
American player tif Ids day* The veins 
fed lowing Morphy's retirement from 
active play saw the continuing devel¬ 
opment or New York and Philadelphia 
chess. The consequent rivalry resulted 
in a match between Hi iehhefm and 
New York's Lap lain Mackenzie* Mack¬ 
enzie, a native of England, won the 
match and with il the u American 
Championship.' 1 

Two interesting points can he made 
regarding this match. II was not oblig¬ 
atory for White to make the first move. 
Thus, some of the games show Black, 
moving first, playing openings like the 
Buy Lopez or Evans Gambit. 


The match was played under a time 
control of twelve moves an hour, a 
rate of forty moves in three hours and 
twenty minutes. 

But, let us return to Mr. Reichhelm* 
In common with the best players of his 
dayi lie had learned the great lesson 
taught by Morphy- he developed his 
pieces! One of his favorite openings 
appears to have been the Mu/Jo Gam¬ 
bit, and the odrts-game below involves 
a finish which would do credit In Sam 
Loyd at Ills best.

The other day 1 found a suitcase in 
my mnlhi i-indii w’s cellar* which con¬ 
tained futures, newspaper flippings, 
loaniiimriil programs ami hundreds of 
panics in print and longhand, all of Ihi- 
duys of yesteryear when 1 was a .be¬ 
ginner, strung amateur, and then pro 
fi'ssibnal in Europe, Each game, each 
newspaper (dipping, each p i r t u r e 
brought forth a memory of my younger 
ditys (and who dors a’I dream ones in 
a while?) with its hi Iter anil sweet 
moments- . ■ . 

Whilst wandering in I he past, I came 
across n notation book of chess games 
which I received ns n present from the 
(icicle des Hchees de Gaud on Decem¬ 
ber I I. 1920. II has room for lOP games 
phis an extra page for antes to each 
game. And I here I wandered Ihrough 
my battles in I he Belgium champion¬ 
ship of 1921 (this when I was 171 hut 
mostly games for the championship 
of the Antwerp Chess Club. 

Oh* those were the days! There were 
a group of youngsters like myself, 
wlin, day in and day out, spent most 
of the time in Ihe Cafe De Witte Leeuw* 
where the chess club met. ana biting, 
playing rapid transit games* Imirtia- 
menl games, listen fug to piles of chess 
masters by those who had met or seen 
them in action. On top of all that, we 
burned the nil lamps ninny a nigh I, 
trying to find out reasons, why such or 
such a move could or could not be 
jlayed. The reason was obvious. Sup.v 
lad beaten me that day in rapid tran¬ 
sit with n move that I had not seen be¬ 
fore. Was it good? Was it bad? Izzy 
showed me a new line against the 
Lopez. Where can I find a way of 
letting tile 111 use lhal line, and I hen 
surprise them? 

tlow my dear mother used lo scold 
me for staying up so bile when I had 
to gel up early lo get lo the factory lo 
rut diamonds. Bill my fattier was a 
great supporter of mine. Thai saved 
me. Wasn't he the one who Tin cl humid 
me to play chess? Me was proud of 
me whenever 1 came home and lold 
tiim of my new victories against the 

great . .. oT those elderly members 

of the (dub, . . . 

In the middle of .fanmiry* 1921, the 
champ inn ship of Aid win ]> was started, 
and being among I he promising young¬ 
sters* 1 was given u chance to partici¬ 
pate, All of the youngsters rooted for 


me , , * ns naturally, my father did 
also* Wc were supposed h> play three 
games a week. By the second of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1921 the hist round of the first 
half of Ihe tournament was being 
play ed. 

I had somehow won all my games. 
That day t met Emmanuel Sailer* who 
bad won all of his games* too. This 
was going to he u battle royal. Sutler 
was a hill man of about 15. dark 
skinned, who had come from South 
Africa, a Dutchman and diamond deal¬ 
er. A handsome man with a cynical 
outlook, lb didn’t think much of ns 
youngsters and his remarks about our 
play often used to drive us to inner 
revolt. Since he was considered a great 
player we dared not answer back, sis 
we often wished to do. All Ihe young 
element gathered at my home helping 
me study ways and means* so lhal J 
could heal Salit r I busier said than 
done! At long last the 2ml of February 
came along, and at eight oYlurk Urn 
whole chess club was present to wit¬ 
ness my iirsl game with SiUier. 

Only inv father was not present, 1 
bad asked him not lo came. I was too 
nervous and did not want him to feet 
bad sliuaid I lose the game. They were 
betting 7 to 1 against met (I learned 
tlmt later.) fin page 31 of this old no- 
bdhm book is tm game with Sailer, 
For the sake of ihe record I am copy¬ 
ing il here so lhal you can see the 
battle for yourself. (1 have won many 
a game from famous chess masters 
since then, but thinking back* this 
game did give me a lot of pleasure.)

The tournament director walked up hi 
him and asked him to stud his game, 
oil, he had the time, lie wanted tn 
finish his game of cards lirst, Well, his 
cloc k was running, so alt 1 could do 
was wail until Ihe great player was 
ready to sit down and play. Never did 
the time pass so slowly. At times it 
seemed us if it even stood still. I fell 
hot and cold all over many times. I 
thought B disgusting, especially since 
mv father had come along to sue the 
battle. Util there was nothing I could 
do and the tournament director. Mr. 
Prills, did still less. Two hours I 
waited . . . anil then I could write 
clown on the score sheet , . T White re¬ 
signs, as his first move! 

I fell miserable ... I had won the 
tournament all alone. True, I had wun 
mv first tournament. Something In he 
proud about, yet l felt far from happy. 
Surely a poor sport. Mr. Sailer. I 
swore all kinds of revenge . . . but 
until today l have never got it down on 
paper or retold this event out of m> 
early chess life. It is still a heartache 
now that I remember it again . . ♦ ami 
this is 27 years later!
